REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . S The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
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Continuation of 3. NOTE: the incorporation of claim 3 in claim 1 (and similar incorporations with the other independent claims) raises new 
issues with respect to 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first and second paragraphs. Additionally, applicant's incorporation of the limitation "a sequence 
of basic recording units" raises new issues that would require further search. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: although Ito et al (US Patent 5,881 ,032) disclose 
a data area preceded by a header and followed by an ECC unti, this is seen to be equivalent to applicant's claimed invetion because the 
presence of the header indicates that a basic recording unit of user data immediately follows the header, thus indicating where the user 
data is recorded. Further, Maeda (US Patent 5,337,295) where the linking sectors between clusters contain data not found in the user 
data which indicates that that a basic recording unit of user dta immediately follows the linking sectors.
